CLOVER IS VALUABLE. 

X» \ot Only un K.\ccllent Koud for 
Swine lint AIno the lient of 
Land F'eederti. 

One of the grasses that will prove 
Jbeneficial and profitable to ever^- farra- 
«er who can grow it is clover. It is not 
*only an excellent food for sw'ine for 
"both health and growth, but it is a 
^nd feeder or fertili7er, says a writer 
‘in American Swineherd. But few farm- 
*ers understand the advantages that 
'COtne from growing clover outside of 
its feeding value. The productiveness 
of the farm can be maintained or im- 
proved by the growing of clover, 
iiviery farmer should exert himself to 
provide fields of clover. It is not only 
^ good hog feed, but it is equally as 
■good for sheep and cattle, and the very 
best hay for young calves. A good 
<s»ny farmers have used clover hay 
tor feeding hogs in winter season, run- 
ning it through a cutter and mixing it 
^nto a thick slop as a balancer of the 
ration and disfeuder of the stomach, 
preventing compacting of the concen- 
trated feeds. The advantages of clover 
■as a food are that they give the pigs 
^hat succulence that is so desirable to 
; provide the smooth coats and rapid 

I growth that c^ime from feeding it. It 

' - Is a balancer of the ration of grain, 

which cheapen.s the feed and lessens 
"the. cost of producing jiork. It is not 
f .. «onl 3 ' good for the f(;ed value, but be- 
V «iiuse of the advantages in combining 

4 ; with a grain ration which enables 

* r. , - more to be got from the grain than 

. otherwise -would. Besidt-s the growth 

nnd gain that comes from feeding it, 
' Is the fact that it is highly relished by 

1 i; the swine and jirodindive of better 

i,‘, health. It keejis the bowels in good 

order, prevents constijiation, and is, 
therefore, a ver^y valuable hog feed.

I--.' “day’. It is natural for a hog to rest at 

i'- night time, and digestion and assimila- 

I fioii of ffiod will go on better if they 

'• are fed regularly- and before 'dark, 

u There are . a great many farmers 

( who think “a hog is a hog” and of little 

consequence as far as profit is con- 
cerned, hence they let him ‘‘root hog 
or die,” and if be does not do as well 
as they expect, or as well as the hogs 
of their neighbors, they blame the 
breed or the one who sold them the 
pigs, never taking into consideration 
that, if they had given the hog a show, 
fed him with some regularity and on 
such food as would have kept his sys- 
tem in good A*ondifion, he would have 
been a profitable animal. As a hog 
g-row-s older and heavier, it requires 
not only more food to make a pound 
of gain, but mirre t-o sustain the weight 
that it already has. So, if not gaining. 
jjTou woidd better get them oil your 
bands as soon as possible. 

In feeding hogs the important point 
3s to give just enough and no more. 
“This sometimes may be a little difficult 
to do. What is eaten up clean, with 
I indication that, if more were given, it 

' would be eaten, is the test of what is 

just the right quantity. A little care- 
ftil ^b^ervr-tion will soon make the 
^ easily understood. — Midland

CONVENIENT HOG CHUTE. 

.IBntrnnce PlarU 1m .Ailjnsitaltle So as 
f to Mee-t All VnHntlonn In 

HeiKlit of Wasoim. 



This chute is 8 feet long and 2 feet 
■and 4 inches wide. The posts at the 
Sow end are 3 feet long and- at high end 
3 feet and C inches long. Bottom is en- 
■Jtirely surrounded with a belt of 6-inch 
9>oards, while top is confined as shown 



DETAILS OF HOG CHLTTE. 

4n illustration. Posts are of 2x4 stuff 
and ribs on side are 1x4. Tall posts 
bave holes b(>red every 6 inches from 
l>ottom up to one-half their height. 
These holes should be inch. Holes a, 
“No. 1. should be bored about 4 inches 
*rom bottom for cross bolt. Bottom 
pla nk is a foot long and 2 feet wide 
and should be 2 inches thick at one 
«end: 'a. No. 2, straps of iron pass 
around the end, just leaving loop 
enough to take cross bolt, a. No. 2. 
^ut plank inside, insert the bolt as in 
. a. No. 1. Insert cross bolt at other end 
at any desired height. Wagons are not 
all ti e same in height, so the plank be- 
ing adjustable will nicely meet the 
variations. — Farm and Home. 

Record in Sheep Grow-ingr. 

A Missouri sheep grower has made 
a r^-cord which s-f-ands near the top, if 
it is not ahead of all others. Spring 
4 lief ore last his 43 Shropshire ewes 
“grouping S'l lambs, among whicb were 
rsevcii sets of triplets, 28 sets of twins 
and eight single lambs. He lost six by 
•dealh and killed two for his personal 
: wjs*;. The remaining 77 lambs were 
run on whea^t and other pasture last 
: :fell. and later were fed on about 20 
liushcls of corn, to put them in market- 
-ablp condition. When sold they aver- 
aged 103 {Hiunds each, and were report- 
as butter,” selling at $625, the , 
' iirhest price in a yearor moreatKan- 
esil City. — Wool, Markets and Sheep. ! 



, EVERYBODY GOT A PRIZE. 

) 

Novel Enclire Party-, AVliich Ended 
Satisfactorily to Everybody 
AVho Had Played. 

The Long Island society, Daughters 
of the Revolution, enjoy-s the distinc- 
tion of liaving conducted a progres- 
sive euchre contest, at which every 
one present received a prize and 
everybody was satisfied, says the 
Brooklyn Eagle. 

The company was mainly confined 
to members of the society, and in the 
cards issued for the occasion the re>- 
quest was made that each one desir- 
ing to participate would contribute 
a prize not to exceed in value 25 
cents. Although the price limitation 
w-as not strictly adhered to, the 
souvenirs were for the most part 
of articles of femine use or for orna- 
ment. The players, according to the 
number of games they- had scored, 
made their selection at haphazard 
from a collection of paper enveloped 
articles. The fun came when the 
voluminous wrappings were removed 
and a hat pin, a bondon dish, coffee 
spoon, tray, photo frame, book, bit 
of china, top or trinket w-as disclosed. 
Considerable igenuity w-as displayed 
in wrapping up the prizes, so that 
no hint was given of the contents 
of the package. The cleverest bit 
of deception in this w-ay Avas the 
inclosing bonbon dish in a cracker 
box hearing the name of a popular 
brand and looking as if the original 
contents had never been disturbed. 

CENSUS COMPARISONS. 

Cost of Secnrlnpr Information Some- 
t'hing: Over a Centary Ago and 
at Frenent Time. 

The differences between the cost of 
securing the returns from the six sim- 
ple questions asked in 1790, and that 
of the extended inquiry made a cen- 
tury later, is illustrated by the iier 
capita cost, which in 1790 was 1.13 
cents, and in 1900 15.5 cents, says Di- 
rector W, R. Merriam, in ‘‘The Evolu- 
tion of Census-Taking” in Century. 
In 1790 Virginia was the most popu- 
lous s*tate in the union, haA'ing 747,610 
inhabitants-. The records of the treas- 
ury department shoAv that at the first 
censtis the cost of making the enu- 
meration in that state Avas $7,553.90. 
Moreover, at that enumeration the 
underpaid assistant marshals supplied 
their OAvn blanks, an item which was 
of con.siderable importance in the days 
Avhen all paper was made laboriously 
by hand. In 1900 the population of 
Maine — about 700,000 — most nearly 
approximated that of^Virginia in 1790. 
At the tAvelfth census the cost of ac- 
tual enumeration in Maine, including 
the pay of supervisors, was $34,560.90, 
or more than ■three-fourths of the 
amount expended for the enumeration 
of the entire United States in 1790, 
though the pay of an enumerator in 
1900 did not exceed the wages of an 
iii'telligent day laborer, 

SPARROWS ARE SMART BIRDS. 

Hovr Some of Them Took Their Corn 
to a .Novel Mill to He 
Ground. 

“The sparrow is qprtainly a know- 
ing bird,” said a man Avho is em- 
ployed at the Girard Point grain ele- 
vators, according to the Philadelphia 
Record. “He can figure out a thing 
for himself in a Avay that is aston- 
ishing. Down around the elevators 
there are thousands of them who 
feed on the grains of wheat that 
fall to the ground, but recently we 
haA’en’t been getting any Avheat. In 
fact, for some time past Ave haven’t 
been handling anything but corn. 

“Noav, a kernel of corn is rather 
too large for a sparroAv to swallow, 
but just the same I Avatched a lot 
of them picking up the kernels the 
other day and AA-hat do you suppose 
they did Avith them? You will hardly 
believe me Avhen I tell you, but it’s 
gospel truth. Each sparrow flcAV 
over to the railroad and carefully 
deposited his kernel of corn on the 
rail. Then they all hopped around 
j and chattered until a shifting engine 
j came along. .After it had passed the 
corn was ground into meal and the 
sparroAA’s ate it. Don’t tell me a 
j sparroAv hasn’t any brains.” 

! GOVERNMENT IRRIGATION.

ThouMnnilM of FnrmM Rerlnimed from 
tile Arid Laiidn of th-e 
Went. 

The far-reaching plans for irriga- 
tion of the arid west through the 
assistance of the powerful national 
goA'ernment are sloAvly turning into 
facts, says the Minneapolis Journal. 
Recently' a contract Avas let for a 
dam across the Snake river in Idaho 
that, Avith tAvo large main ditches, 
Avill reclaim 340,000 acres of fertile 
I land. It is w-ell knoAvn that a 40- 
acre irrigated farm is equiA-aleut In 
production to a 160-acre nonirrigated 
farm. On that basis the Snake river 
reclamation AA'ill provide 8,500 farms, 
! or. probably, home’s for about 50,000 
people, and the villages and cities 
Avill have from 25,000 to 50,000 more. 
And all this will come from the wa- 
j tering of only 340,000 acres! And 
; before Uncle Sam is through Avith his 
big job he Avill turn Avater onto 100,- 
' COO.OOO acres.

I It is commonly supposed that all 
birds, at least those of the small sxie- 
cies, fall easy victims to snakes. There 
are stories innumerable of the manner 
in which the reptiles charm the feath- 
ered creatures and end by swallovting- 
them at a gulp. But there is one bird 
that is not susceptible to the fascina- 
tion of his snakeship’s eye, and that 
is the common blue jaj’, found in the 
woods all over the United States, says 
the Chicago Chronicle. 

A gentleman who has lived for many 
years in the country asserts positively 
that the blue jay can. speak at least 
one word as plainly' as a human being 
and thnt word is “snake.” “tVhen a 
boj',” he said recently, “I killed manj' 
snakes that would have escaped but 
for the sharp eyes of the blue jay. 
Some species of reptiles will climb 
small trees and bushes and trap their 
prey in that manner. They feed on 
small birds principally. But they 
never catch a jaybird. He is the snake 
detective for the whole bird family. 
As soon as a blue jay sees a snake he 
sounds the alarm. You can hear him 
squall a quarter of a mile, and he ar- 
ticulates the word ‘snake* as plainly 
as I can. He will hop about on a limb 
and 3’ell ‘snake! snake!’ in such a 
thrill, excited voice that pretty soon 
others of his tribe hasten to the scene, 
and all join in giving the alarm. All 
other birds, hearing this warning cry, 
fly away, but the blue jay splits his 
throat with cries until the enemy has 
disappeared. 

“A snake once caught a blue jay by 
■charming him. The jay yelled ‘Snake! 
snake!’ at the top of his voice. Several 
hundred bkie jays flew to his rescue 
and pecked the snake’s ej'es out, and 
literally picked him to pieces, thus sav- 
ing the life of their companion. Ever 
since that time tJie blue jaj', upon see- 
ing a snake, gives the alarm and all 
blue jays within hearing will hasten 
to the scent and lend their voices to 
the warning. This may sound incred- 
ulous, but it’s true.” said the narrator 
in conclusion. “Not at all, but it’s a 
good story to forget under the cir- 
cumstances,” added the nervous young 
man, who at once proposed the con- 
sideration of the relation of the jocund 
grape to the doctrine of metempsy- 
chosis.

The following report is made by 
United States Consul Atwell at Kou- 
baix: Messrs. Conte and Levrat have 

recently been making experiments 
with silkworms, which have resulted, 
it is said, in the production of co- 
coons of varied shades, reports the 
Philadelphia Record, 

The ordinary cocoon is white, yel- 
low’, or sometimes green'. The ques- 
tion to be solved is why different 
colors should be produced by similar 
species, and whether it is the direct 
result of the food taken by the worm. 
If this coloring matter comes from 
the leaves fed to the worms, Messrs. 
Conte and Levrat considered that it 
should be easy to color their food 
artificially and thus secure different 
shades of cocoons, though several 
naturalists have attempted to prove 
the impossibility of coloring matter 
passing from the intestines of the 
worm into the silk-producing glands. 

The worms which served for their 
experiments were placed on branches 
of privet, washed over with red. 
They ate the leaves without prejudice, 
and when the larvae began to spin 
the cocoon the silk was a bright red. 
When fed on leaves colored blue, the 
silk worms produced a slightly bluish 
silk. The species that produces or- 
dinarily a yellow cocoon, when fed 
upon leaves colored red, brings forth 
a deep orange. The original yellow, 
it is said, is due to the pigment in 
the leaves of the mulberry.

One of the most beneficial results 
of road improvement is the facility 
it gives to consolidate country 
schools and thus concentrate our 
children into central buildings, so 
making gra<.ljed schools possible in 
our country districts. In traveling 
around the state we have noticed 
that where improved roads exist the 
children, by means of biej'cles, easily 
go long distances to central schools; 
thus graded roads make possible 
graded schools, the improved roads 
working in harmony with the state 
education law, giving the children 
of the rural districts the same ad- 
vantages as those residing in cities. 
In one yeaf 44 Connecticut towns, by 
means of improved roads, were en- 
abled to give free transportation to 
a large number of their pupils. 
Forty-four small schools were closed 
and 849 children rode to the central 
schools. The cost of transportation 
was about $12,000, but a gross amount 
of some $20,000 was saved, leaving 
a net saving of some $8,000. This 
saving was only a small part of the 
benefit derived, for it resulted in a 
better attendance and better schools. 
This close coordination between im- 
proved roads anil education cannot 
be too strongly impressed upon the 
public attention. — N. Y. Tribune- 
Farmer.
